Washington, Nov. I.— Term s of armistice under which the land 
and sea forces of what once was 
the 
Austro Hungarian 
empire 
have laid down their arms, were announced today simultaneously in 
Washington and allied capitals. 
They 
include complete 
surrender 
and open Austrian and Hungarian 
territory for American and allied 
operations on Germany. 
From this drastic statement may be glean­ 
ed an outline of the conditions laid 
down by the supreme war council 
ai Versailles under which Germany 
may 
have a cessation 
of hostil­ 
ities. 


The terms under which the debacle on the Italian front ended 
at 3 o’clock today (9 a. rn., eastern United States time) include com­ 
plete demoboiization of ail Austrian forces, surrender of one-half of 
m ilitary equipment and supplies, use of Austrian railroads for oper­ 
ations 
against Germany; 
evacuation of all invaded territory, leaving 
behind all equipment and supplies, coal; surrender of a 
portion 
of 
the Austrian surface and submarine fleets; 
surrender of al! 
Ger 
man submarines in Austrian waters, repatriation of allied and Aus­ 
trian prisoners. 
Evacuation of Austrian territory that would corre­ 
spond to the boundary lines claimed by Italy under the Italia Irre- 
dentia treaty of London program. 
The 
right of occupation 
by al­ 
lied forces is reserved local authorities to maintain order under al­ 
lied supervision. 


The terms of the armistice are to be carried out under direction 
of Marshal Foch, who will designate material to be turned ov*r, and 
supervise movement of Austrian forces to the rear. .All

In (balin g with the question of 
tile right to vote of German and 
Austrian.*- who have taken out firsi 
papers, but have not yet completed 
iheil citizenship, th** .Missouri coun­ 
cil of defense has sent out th** fol­ 
lowing instructions: 
To the *lection officials of M is­ 
souri, voters arui all concerned: 
Because of the* confusion which 
has arisen as to tin* status of for­ 
eign-horn voters, particularly those! 
in the process of naturalization and 
those who were born in countries 
with which we are now at war, tin* 
Missouri council of defense has un­ 
dertaken to determine the law for 
tin guidance of voters and election 
officials. 
The constitution of Missouri (A r­ 
ticle V H I. Section 2, and lh** stat 
ut*' (Section 5S'*u, IL S. 1909) pro­ 
vide that every male citizen of the 
I'n itcd States .and every male per­ 
son of foreign birth who max have 
declared his intention to become a 
citizen of tile United States accord­ 
ing to law, not less than one year 
nor more than five years before he 
offers to vote .and having the other 
iequisite qualifications, is entitled 
lo vole in this state. 
Although a subject of Germ any 
and Austria H ungary 
(w ith which 
countries we are at w ar) has filed 
his declaration of intention to he­ 
roine a citizen of the United State s, 
h*' is still an alien, and an enemy 
all* n, and is required by the federal 
law to register and conduct himself 
as such. 
W hile th*' language of the con­ 
stitution and statute may be broad 
e nough to include within its terms 
those* subjects of 
Ge rmany 
and | 
Austria-Hungary among those who 
are entitled to vote by reason of 
paving filed their declarations of 
intention to become 
citizens, 
the 
attorney general of the state, in a 
formal opinion, holds that subjects 
of Germ any ane! Austria-Hungary, 
although they ma> have filed their 
declarations of intemtion to become 
citizens, are not legal voters, be­ 
cause they are enemy aliens. 
Election officials should enforce 
this law .and those of Germ an and 
A ustriaH ungarian b inh should be 
required to produce their final pa­ 
pers anil should not be perm itted 
to vote on their first papers.

ery foreign born citizen, especially 
those of enemy alien birth— that is, 
those born in Germ any and Austria-
